SAYS MEETING 

OF REAL SIGNIFICANCE 
FOR COMMUNITY 

To the editor, 

I should like to report to you 
and through you to our commun- 
ity an occurrence of last week. I 
feel that it is one of the most en- 
couraging signs of health and 
growth in our Jewish community. 
I refer to the meeting of the rep- 
resentatives of adult organizations 
called by the American Jewish 
Congress, which took place on 
Wednesday evening, April 29th. 
Its full implications should be of 
tremendous interest to everyone 
who is concerned with the inte- 
gration and the growth of Indian- 
apolis Jewry. 

In response to a notice in the 
Anglo-Jewish papers and one let- 
ter sent to the President and Sec- 
retary of all the thirty odd adult 
organizations in our city, a group 
of over sixty gathered that eve- 
ning. These represented twenty- 
nine separate groups, including 
almost every synagogue, Sister- 
hood, Men’s Club, Zionist groups 
and general women’s groups. Nev- 





er in my years in this city have 
I seen such a representative cross- 
section of our entire Jewish com- 
munity. 


There was not unanimous agree- 
ment as to the problems discussed. 
That, in itself, is not so import- 
ant. What is important is the 
fact that for once at least, the 
representatives of the majority of 
the Jewish community deliberat- 
ed together and took counsel to- 
gether on-a common problem. I 
feel most encouraged for it was 
the general sense of this grour 
that a permanent organization of 
all adult groups would be a very 
healthy phenomenon. We badly 
need a communal sounding board 
where all of our common prob- 
ems can be aired and discussed 
with candor and with warmth 
We badly need a sense of belong 
ing to the community on the part 
of every single Jew. I think that 
this meeting points the way to the 
achievement of these ends. 


The practical results of the 
meeting were the nominations of 
the delegation of ten which would 
go to Chicago on May 16, 17, 18 
to attend the Emergency Wai 
Conference of the American Jew- 
ish Congress. There were sever 
nominees who had to decline be- 
cause of inability for one reason 
or another to go to Chicago. I feel 
that these names should be men- 
tioned for they were considered 
Mrs. Henry Blatt, Milton J. Fine- 
berg, Rabbi Maurice Goldblatt. 
Dr. Harry Jacobs, Dr. Leon Levi

EAR Mr. Segal: Our Sisterhood next week is 
discussing a problem: In what way do Jews 
fall short of the ideals of their religion and by 
what means can they find fulfillment? I should 
like to have a few ideas on the subject.—P.E. 
ak * * 

This is a big order, yet it’s about time it 
were taken up especially by our spiritual lead- 
ers many of whom seem currently more con- 
cerned with riding in a “Jewish Army,” or they 
play at being experts on international affairs 
and their sermons sound like a Raymond Gram 
Swing or a Kaltenborn. 

It looks like spiritual bankruptcy in Israel 
with the spiritual receivers making such a mess 
of the job that if it were goods instead of mysti- 
cal values that they were administering they 
would have been dismissed by the court long 
ago. . 

Of course, there is spiritual bankruptcy in 
the rest of the world, too, and it’s a wonder 
whether the shattered assets ever can be 
brought together again. 

‘But it doesn’t answer anything to say well, 
the neighbors are behaving like heels and why 
should more be expected of me? I'll just keep 
on being a heel. 

The people of the Book, as we are called, 
should be expected to stand on a loftier plane 
of spiritual being than the people of a Holly- 
wood magazine. We are called sons of prophets 
but our poor ghostly forefathers must distress- 
fully wonder at their brood at times. (Yet as 
generous fathers they probably sigh, well, chil- 
dren are all alike, being just poor clay.) 

We are called a chosen people, an ascription 
that I never have liked. It sounds too much 
like the Nazi pretensions of superiority. But 
if we are to accept the idea of being chosen, we 
should interpret it only in the sense that we 
who stood at Sinai and received the ethical 
ideals called the Law are under special obliga- 
tion to follow them. 

(Goodness me, here I’m getting sermonistic 
and haven’t any ordination at all.) 

It’s really a very sorry slough we’re in and 
sometimes a Jew may well wonder what the 


hell we keep on. living for anyway? Just to 
That isn’t worth while at all. 


get slapped? 


Just to stay in business? “Well, some one else 
could just as ably handle the goods. Just to 
keep on fightin’ Jew-baiters? It is scarcely a 
good life wrestling with rats. 

What then? Should Jewish life commit sui- 
cide? No! That isn’t necessary. Jewish life al- 
ready is quite moribund. Generally, it seems 
to be living only by its physical pain. 

In the sense that Jewish life is supposed to 
exalt those who have it, there isn’t much Jew- 
ish life. That which is called Jewish life is no 
more than a painful existence, a struggle for 
aimless survival. 

What does it mean to have Jewish life? I 
don’t think it has to-do with ritual forms, with 
the troubled absorptions of Orthodox rabbis 
who are so meticulous that only foodstuffs 
which they have approved gets into the Jewish 
stomach. I don’t believe that the seat of Jew- 
ish life is in the stomach anymore than it is on 
the shelf of the store on which the goods waits 
to be sold. 

Nor, in my opinion, is Jewish life something 
political—a longing for lost territory, an aspira- 
tion to sit in the family of nations and argue 
with Churchill, a pride of marching in a special 
uniform under the shield of David. 

Nor, in my opinion, is Jewish life a forum 
for furious argument, for jealous jockeying for 
prestige, for inflation of personal vanities, or 
is it a tortured contest for presidencies, vice- 
presidencies, secretary-ships, assistant secre- 
taryships, committee places. 

Nor, in my opinion, is Jewish life in Jewish 
country clubs on whose glacial heights mem- 
bers delight in the sadistic pleasure of pushing 
other climbers down; nor is it at the rummy 
table, or in bridge or mah jong. (Though I, 
myself, am fond especially of the kind called 
“500” rummy and challenge anybody at all to 
match my skill.) 

I should say that Jewish life is a matter of 
personal moral and spiritual grace. It is a 
Jew who stands high on the lofty elevation of 
the ideals of his Testament and his prophets. 
His head almost touches the stars. 

He is not obsessed by the idea of being one 
of a crowd of special people, but thinks of him- 
self as an individual who must seek the good

Remember that editorial I 
wrote about six weeks ago head- 
ed, “Just a Simple Twist of the 
Wrist,” urging that the Public 
Relations Committee allow each 
organization in the community to 
select its own delegate to the 
body. Well, Rabbi Goldblatt in- 
forms me that about a month pre- 
ceding my editorial the Jewish 
Federation approved just such a 
move. Now the move is being 
implemented, and the letter to all 
local organizations declares that 
this method will “democratize” 
the group even more. This is a 
fine action and if the Federation 
would only do likewise, it would 
be keeping up with the times and 
perform a noble service for the 
community.

Ask any worker and he’ll tell 
you that the now being completed 
Jewish Welfare Fund campaign 
was one of the most unusual, al- 
though definitely the most suc- 
cessful, in the history of the lo- 
cal community. And that was be- 
cause that everything that was 
done was done by Mr. Goodman, 
insofar as directing the drive and 
doing all the masterminding. If 
I were to put into the running of 
this paper in any one full year, 
the energy and effort (the brains 
I don’t have) that Mr. Goodman 
expended in the last six weeks 
on the local drive, I’d probably 
be putting out about 24 pages a 
week instead of a mere eight. 


How Was It Done? 


HAT Indianapolis raised its quota of $168,000 

this year can almost definitely be announced, 
but Mr. L. L. Goodman, drive chairman is wait- 
ing reports on a few cards from people out of 
town and others who for various reasons have 
delayed making their pledges, to deliver a full 
report to the community. 


The Post has written editorials explaining 
why the community should have raised more 
money this year, trying to delve into the psy- 
chological factors prevalent, but now that the 
drive is over and almost a sure success, this 
paper can only marvel at the effort. Naturally 
Mr. L. L. Goodman deserves credit, but you 


can’t overlook the people who signed the 
checks and the pledge cards. 

An explanation, although one that is rather 
general, may be found in the fact that the 
Indianapolis lodge of B’ngi B’rith is one of the 
finest in the country; that the Indianapolis 
Zionist District is considered a model for the 
middle west, that the Temple Sisterhoods and 
Men’s Clubs, and the local Hadassah, and the 
Jewish Community Center Association, all rank 
high not only for this section of the country, 
but nationally too. The idea being that a com- 
munity which accepts its responsibilities in 
most Jewish fields, will do its share in the fund- 
raising field too. 


Should Special Attention Be Given 


T THE recent group meeting of the Northern 

Indiana lodges of B’nai B’rith in Gary, a 
point was made on the floor that in doing 
morale work among the Jewish boys in the ser- 
vice, even among the members of the various 
lodges in the service, care should be exercised 
that this work be done for all, not alone for 
Jewish soldiers. This same question arose re- 
cently in a neighboring community which con- 
sidered it proper to send gifts to the Jewish 
boys who had been called to the colors, but 
were jittery when the project was publicized 
by the chairman who thought it just natural for 
a Jewish organization to direct its circum- 
scribed efforts to keeping up the morale of the 


Jewish boys, especially when it is doing more 
than its share in the work of the general com- 
munity. The B’nai B’rith lodges and Auxiliaries 
gave the Red Cross outright $50,000 not to men- 
tion the monies given by members individually 
and through their concerns. In connection with 
the U.S.O. drives, certainly the Jewish element 
is contributing its share, and if anything Jewish 
organizations are among the leaders in almost 
every civilian (not to mention military) effort 
in connection with the war. 


There are arguments on both sides. The 
Post thinks the question should be cleared up 
and believes that the general outline above is 
about as logical as ig possible. 


Current Comment 


Jacob B. Agus Decries Multiplication and 
Growth of Jewish Organizations in "The Re- 
contructionist”—Every serious student of Jew- 
ish life in America is disturbed by the rise of 
“substitutes” for Judaism, in the fields of 
national upbuilding, anti-defamation and phil- 
anthropy. The organizations dealing with these 
problems are concerned only with phases of 
Jewish life. Yet, some uninformed Jews have 
come to think of them as constituting the be-all 
and end-all of Judaism. This is, indeed, unfor- 
tunate because, in the first place, these special 
activities, laudable and necessary as they may 
well be, cannot really provide a healthy spiritual 
satisfaction in Jewish living. In the second 
place, exaggerated and disproportionate em- 
phasis on parts of Jewish life drains away 
energy and loyalty from the traditional and 
logical channels of the Jewish religion and cul- 
ture. 

However, we must not rest content with 
merely decrying the evil. If we probe into the 
causes which have brought about these pseudo- 
Judaisms, we soon find that they are a direct 
product of the present chaotic state of Jewish 
communal life. The average Jew has a healthy 
sense of loyalty, but he is neither a philosopher 


nor a statesman. He cannot be expected to 
maintain in his mind a view of Jewish com- 
munal life, in which the proper place is assigned 
to every type of effort. Bombarded as he is by 
appeals from diverse and competing groups, he 
is compelled to rely on his own horse-sense in 
choosing his affiliations. Generally he prefers 
the organization which “appeals” to him most, 
or the one to which his friends belong, or the 
one which seems to offer him an opportunity 
to advance his own interests. In the scramble 
for these advantages, the standards of Jewish 
organizational life are lowered progressively, so 
as to appeal to the lowest common denominator, 
in Jewish life and to the lowest common de- 
nominator in human interest. In time, every 
organization builds up vested interests which 
encourage blind and exclusive organizational 
loyalties and which prevent the organization 
from adapting its program to the needs of the 
hour. Once a project is taken up, it will not be 
given up, even though changing circumstances 
render its work superfluous. The logic of Jewish 
life is such that organizations can only grow 
and multiply, getting in each other’s way and 
stepping on each other’s toes, making confusion 
worse confounded.

life for himself and, having found it, contribute 
its vitality as a good gift to the common fund 
of life which is called the brotherhood. 

(Isn’t it a fault of ours that we have stressed 
too much our status as a people and neglected 
too much the individual and his duties. The 
rabbis are concerned much with the Jewish 
people but little with the Jewish person. We 
see the forest but not the trees, and how about 
those trees that are stunted and need cultiva- 
tion and those trees that are suffering from 
decay and require a tree surgeon?) 

Jewish life is a Jew who says: “I am a man 
of whose character and conduct much more 
seems to be expected than from other people. 
Perhaps it’s all right that more is expected of 
me. After all, you may say it was I who stood 
at Sinai when the Commandments were given 
and it was I who received them. 

“Yes, a loftier way of personal life is of 


right expected of me and I shall show them. 
I shall walk on the heights righteously and 
humbly with my Lord, as the prophet said. I 
shall try to be a man exalted by the Law he 
has received. I, myself, can’t elevate mankind 
but I can walk on the high place and in time 
other men will come along, the multitudes of 
them, seeking the good life, and then we shall 
have brotherhood. Going in this way, I shall 
have something to survive for as a Jew. 

What we need is a Jewish revival—a hot 
crusade by our rabbis for a Judaism that is 
personal, that has to do with the man I so 
often call Mr. Zilch and the way of his indi- 
vidual life. It’s quite all right to restore Pales- 
tine and make it grow olive trees and oranges 
but it’s more important to restore the spiritual 
being of the Jew—that Mr. Zilch—whose life 
has become an arid, fruitless desert.
